COLUMBIA, Mo., Oct. l4.—Minding 
children, telling them fairy stories, play- 
ing with them, sweeping and dusting, 
these are some of the chief’ ways by 
which 2% young women students earn 
their way through college at Missouri 
University. 

In appearance they are ‘just ordinary 
“eoeds;"’ they look as well and dress 
as well as any other group in the 550 
girls at the pniversity, except that their 
Gresses are less expensive than those of 
‘the eorerity or the Read and Pemberton 
Halls sets. 

Faculty women provide the opportuni- 
ties\for the giris to earn their way by 
caring for children. There are meetings 
of the Fortnightly Club and dozens of 
teas and afternoon receptions which the 
faculty women wish to attend, but it is 
difficult to do so because there must be 
someone to mind the babies. 

There is little race suicide on Faculty 
Hill, and few indeed are the professors 
whose earnings are munificent enough 


to provide permanent professional] gov-

Miss Elta Hall, a St. Louis girl, is a 
musician and has a large class of 
pupils. She makes a good living giy- 
ing lessons and probably saves some- 
thing for a rainy day. Another young 
lady is employed as a copyholder in 
a local printing plant. She works 
ever afternoofi and all day Saturday. 
Her pay is at the rate of 12% cents 
an hour. 
. Six girls do domestic work for their 
room and board; that is, they live 
with the family and do as much work 
as would be expected of a daughter 
of the same ege in a family not em- 
ploying a domestic. 

Two or three girls who are strong 
and country-raised do scrubbing, 
ironing and other heavy housework 
for 16 cents an bour at spare times.

“It’s a hard row for any girl to hoe,’’ 
said Miss Chapman, the Y. W. C. A. sec- 
retary. ‘‘We do not encourage any girl 
to try it, yet there are many ardent spir- 
its who will not be discouraged. It ar- 
gues something: more than mere wom- 
anliness in a girl to attempt to earn her 
way through college. She must have a 
spark of that divine fire which is the 
mother of hard work, and near akin to 
genius. She must care nothing for the 
snubs of snobs and she must have a 
courage greater than that of any sol- 
dier: These girls are few, but I have 
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known them, and it is a precious privi-( 


lege.”’ 
Living There Is Cheap. 

It really doesn’t cost much for a col- 
lege girl to live.. The State University 
charges a minimum matriculation fee 
and laboratory deposits are not excess- 
ive. The average girl pays about $15 a 
year in fees. Some who specialize in 
sciences pay as much as $40. 

“It costs about $24 a month for a 
girl to live in this community,"’ said Miss 
Chapman. ‘“lhis includes board, room 
washing and incidentals. It does not in- 
clude clothes, books or money for social 
diversions.”’ 

Two university girls, Edna and Ethel 
Long of Sedalia, Mo., have solved the 
problem of the cost of living. They say 
their living expenses, exclusive of 
clothes, books and university fees, 
amount to less than $10 each a month. 
This is their second year in the unil- 
versity and they have kept accurate ac- 
count of a]l expenditures since they en- 
tered. 

The Misses Long rent an unfurnished 
room and do light housekeeping. Their 
room is a large one, on the ground floor 
of a large house in a quiet neighborhood. 
They do their own cooking and laun- 
dry work. Cereals, fruits and fresh 
vegetables form the greater part of their 
diet. A careful system of bookkeeping, 
where the girls list everything they buy, 
with the price, enables them to save by 
buying where goods are cheapest and to 
do without unessentials. The Long sis- 
ters do it from choice. 

Some Give Up Fight. 

Every now and then @ girl who is 
working her way gives up the fight and 
quits school yet girle who earn their 
way are universally admired by the 
other university women and frequently 
helped in ways which do net lessen the 
self-respect of the recipient.

HALF A CENTURY OF WOMAN'S PROGRESS. 
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California is the sixth stage in the Union to 
grant full suffrage to women. The constitutional 
amendment there will add 400,000 women voters 
to the 175,000 in Washington, the 120,000 in Colo- 
rado, the 60,000 in Utah, the 30,000 in Idaho and the 
26,000 in Wyoming. 

Woman suffrage has become a reality in this 
country ard is spreading so rapidly it wil] soon 
become a factor to be reckoned with in national 
i diinahasaet 

Since 1848, when the first American Woman's 
Rights convention was held, the movement has 
made tremendous strides. Then woman’s suffrage 


They were ostracized and persecuted by their fel- 
low women. 

In 14 countries now women enjoy some form of 
suffrage franchise. In six American states, Fin- 
land, Federated Australia, New Zealand, Portugal) 
and Iceland they have full suffrage. Norway 
grants suffrage with only tax-paying restrictions. 

England, Scotland, Ireland, Wales, Denmark and 
Sweden give women all except» parliamentary 
suffrage. In Great Britain a bill granting full 
suffrage has passed the second reading in the 
House of Commons. 

Canada grants municipal suffrage and women 
vote at municipal elections in Natal, Africa; Bom- 
bay, India; Laibach, Austria; Zurich, Switzerland. 
Scraps of franchise rights are given women in 
Russia, Italy, France, Belgium, Austria, Hungary 
and Germany. Substantial beginnings have been 
made in all these countries. Even in Turkey and 
Siam there are suffrage movements. 

In Finland 20 women sit in Parliament; in 
Norway a woman was elected alternate for the 
President of the Parliament. Under a law passed 
four years ago, a woman is Mayor of Aldeburgh, 
wngland. Women hold the *:ayoralty office in 
Australia and New. Zealand. Women are vity 
Counselors in Denmark, Sweden, Norway and Ice- 
land. 

In 31 states of the Union women ‘ave some 
form of suffrage. Besides the six Witu ftuu suf- 
frage, Kansas grants municipal suffrage. uu. has 
had several “lady mayors.” New York, Delaware, 
Michigan and Montana have school] and tax-pay- 
ing suffrage. Seventeen—Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Connecticut; New Jersey, 
Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, Kentucky, Nebraska, Okla- 
homa, Arizona, New Mexico and Oregou—v7rant 
scnool suffrage. Women taxpayers vote in Iowa 
and Louisiana. Concession hav been gained in 
Arkansas and Mississippi. 

The legislatures of four states—-Kansas, Oregon, 
Nevada and Wisconsin—have voted to submit suf- 
frage amendments to the voters in 1912. In six 
other states one or both branches of the legis- 
lature have given majority votes for suffrage, and 
bills have been reported favorably by committees 
in eight others. A vigorous suffrage campaign is 
being waged in New York and working organiza- 
tions including men and women dot the country. 
Suffrage advocacy has become fashionable.

ADVANCE TO LEGAL FREEDOM. 


As the law has been developed in the United 
States the lega] independence of women has been 
made prattically complete. Apart frdm voting 
and holding office in some states she labors un- 
der no notable legal disabilities. In many states 
her freedom is actually greater than her 
brother’s. A man may not dispose of his lands 
and tenements by his own deed or will in dis- 
regard of his wife’s dower rights; a woman 
has perfect liberty of transfer. 

While*there has been some modification of her 
legal status in all’ countries—the unbinding of 
the feet in China and the abolition of the vei 
in Turkey being instances—in this country most 
particularly has the legal attitude toward women 
exploded the common fallacy that the law comes 
into existence perfect and complete. The ex- 
pansion of the law as to women shows its 
elasticity and its disposition to comply with com- 
mon demand. 

Thus, as economic necessity forced women into 
more varied activities, the law met the demand 
for its alteration and, in some instances, antici- 
pated it. “Advanced women” not infrequently 
refer with sneers to their condition as on a par 
with that of imbeciles, lunatics, convicts and 
those hapless beings under state or private 
guardianship, but it is a misstatement of the 
facts. Woman’s single disadvantage is political. 
Otherwise the law has been extended te what 
seems the limit of necessity. 

Under the common law woman was civilly 
dead immediately she was married. Her identity 
was merged in that of her husband. She had 
no control of her separate estate. Under our 
statute law her separate estate is her own. 
Formerly she could contract in relation to that 
only through her husband. Now she can make 
all necessary contracts in her own name and 
usually without his consent. 

Under the common law wrongs against her 
person were the subject of suits for damages 
brought by the husband or guardian. Now she 
may sue in her own name and the damages are 
awarded to her. 


Formerly the husband alone could be the 
guardian of the children. Now she shares that 
right. She may even adopt children, a privilege 
denied her under the common law. ‘ 

Having the right now to sue and be sued, she 
may also employ an attorney. She may engage 
in business on her own account and be a partner 
in business with another or even with her hus- 
band. Now her earnings are her own. Former- 
ly they belonged to her husband or her guardian. 
Not only is she now a citizen, but she may be 
naturalized. She may practice law. In Indiana 
it was determined by the courts that she is not 
debarred from this privilege by a constitutional 
provision limiting the right of admission to the 
bar to “voters.” Even the common rule which 
prohibited either husband or wife from acting 
as a witness against or in behalf of the other tn 
beth civil and criminal proceedings has been

and her rights are guarded with much greate! 
jealousy. She is practically free everywhere 
in the United States to do anything a man may 
lawfully do and some things he may not. Her 
legal status is well defined and on the whole in 
astonishing contrast to that under the common 
law where she had none worth méntioning. 


WOMEN IN GAINFUL OCCUPATIONS. 

The industrial progress of women in the past 
50 years has been principally in the opening of 
new and practically limitless fields for her ef- 
fort as an independent wage earner. 

In 1861, practically the only field for women, 
industrially, was in the cotton factories of New 
England, the boot and shoe factories in Eastern 
cities, and the making of cigars. Most school 
teachers were men. There were no women doc- 
tors. Men did whatever stenography was reé- 
quired: Few women were employed in stores. 
The telephone had not become a commercial 
success. 

The census of 1860 showed 28,515 women in 
the boot and shoe industry; 75,169 making a 
living in the cotton and woolen mills, and only 
740 earning wages as cigar makers. 

There are now in the United States, in round 
numbers, 5,000,000 women engaged in gainful 
occupations. Three hundred different callings 
are open to them. St. Louis alone has nearly 
100,000 wage-earning women. 

Among:the principal occupations now open to 
women are those of teachers, of whom there are 
nearly 600,000; saleswomen, 150,000; stenogra- 
phers and typewriters, over 10,000; telephone op 
erators, over 17,000; bookkeepers and accountants, 
nearly 100,000; musicians and music teachers, 
about 75,000: Government clerks and officials, 
nearly 10,000; artists and teachers of art, about 
15,000; confectioners, nearly 10,000; laundry 
workers, about 10,000. 

In the calling of agriculture women have found 
an opportunity to achieve independence. It is 
claimed that there are now over 700,000 women 
farmers, stock raisers and gardeners, not merely 
farmers’ wives, but in husbandry and horticul- 
ture on their own account. 

The hours of female labor have lately bécome 
a subject for legislation. Arizona leads, with 
an 8-hour law for women. Missouri comes next 
with a 9-hour law. Minnesota limits female labor 
to 58 hours a week. New York, Nebraska and 
South Carolina and some other states have laws 
restricting hours of female labor. | eg 

In the matter of wages, there has been a sub- 


stantial advance, principally due to the opening | 


of such fields of employment as teaching, ste- 
nography, trained nursing, bookkeeping, telephony 
and Government clerkship. 

Progress in comfort for women workers has 
been substantial, though much remains to be done. 
Rest rooms, lunch rooms, Young Women’s 
Christian Associations, and increasing respect of 
fellow workers of the opposite sex are gradually 
making the lot of the woman worker more in- 
viting.

The school lunches should consist of bread, 
mest, vegetables, butter, fruit, milk, coffee and 
tea, be substantial and last an hour. The school- 
rooms should be ventilated and heated to a cer- 
tain fixed degree summer and winter, and annual 
‘cash prizes awarded for exceptional accomplish- 
ments, These ideas would promote education, 
make healthier anq better children, men and 
women, and society in general would benefit.

DANE.—Christian VIII, by the “Open Letter” of 
1846, declared his intention to extend the law of 
succession of Denmark proper to the duehies of 
Sleswick-Holstein, the tnhabitants of which are 
mostly Germans, in order to secure in this way 
the indivisibility of the Danish monarchy. When 
Frederic VII in 1848 ascended the Danish throne 
a rebellion broke out in Sleswick and Holstein, 
which was put down in 1850, though it was openly 
supporteg by Germany, and secretly also by Prus- 
sia. In the meanwhile the non-German great 
Powers and Sweden had agreed ‘June, 1850) to 
declare the indivisibility of Denmark, and Austria 
soon after (Auquet, 1850) acceded to this declara- 
tion. On June 5, 1851, Prince Christian of Glucks- 
burg was designated in the “protocol of Warsaw” 
as heir to the throne, and on May 8, 1852, he was 
recognized as such by the great Powers and Swe- 
den. In 1859 Denmark had obtained an extremely 
liberal constitution, which secured the most entire 
civil Iiberty and universal right of suffrage. This 
constitution was somewhat modified in 1855, and 
extended to the duchies, but found no favor with 
the German populaties of Holstein, which red 
very little for liberty, but was very enthuslastic 
for its German nationality. In November, 1858. 
the King abolished the joint constitution of the 
Danish state of Holstein and Lauenburg, and re- 
stored absolute monarchy in these countries, Br 
a proclamation of March, 1863, a new fundamental 
law was prepared for Denmark and Sleswick. War 
with Germany broke out soon after. and was ter- 
minated by the peace of Vienna (October, 1864). 
by which Denmark was compelled to renounce all 
claim on Sleswick-Holstein.

OFTEN TEMPORARY HOSTESS 
AT THE LONDON EMBASSY

LONDON, Oct. 14.—Princess Henry of Pless, a 
famous English beauty, who married an intimate 
friend and subject of Emperor William, has been 
called “Madame Recamier” on account of her 
latest photograph. It shows her in the same 
unconventional, vet classic pose of the celebrated 
portrait of Madam Recamier which hangs in 
the Louvre. And also like the lovely French 
woman, the English Princess has decided, for the 
nonce, that pearls are the only jewels that truly 
enchance a woman’s velvety skin and sparkiing 
eyes. 

Madame Recamier declared that she would as 
soon disfigure her face with a sailor’s tattoo as 
to wear diamonds in her ears or about her neck 
where their brilliancy could challenge and 
subdue the soft lustre of her eyes. 

But the English Princess is credited in London 
with a much more serious investiture of Madame 
Recamier’s role, namely, as being Emperor Wil- 
liam’s confidential diplomatic agent. The Em- 
peror long ago decided that the best thing for Ger- 
many would be an entente with England. He 
has tried to get it by every means, by friendly 
visits to London and manifestations of devotion 
to his mother’s kin and by menacing political 
measures such as the enormous increase in the 
German navy. calculated to make English feel 
that it .would be better to have the Germans 
as friends, rather than foes. His greatest di- 
ficulty, however, has always been to establish 
any cordiality or intimacy betwgen the Ger- 
man embassy in London and English society. 


BACHELOR AMBASSADOR UNPOPULAR. 

Count Wolff Metternich has been German Am- 
hasesador in London since 1991. He presides over 
the embassy in Carlton House Terrace with dig- 
nity, and English statesmen take their wives 
once a year for a stately dinner party there. 
punctiliously returning the hospitality and then 
letting him severely alone. He is a bacheldr 
and therefore should be all the more sought 
in the big country house parties or the dinners 
in town where society leaders gather’ about them 
the chief favorites, regardless of their official 
position—the circics in which the French am- 
bassador, Paul Cambon, is so intimate and by 
means of which he was able to penetrate and 
thus bring about the entrance of Russia into 
this entente—and where the Marquis’ de Soveral 
is still a prime favorite and able to intrigue for 
restoration of the monarchy of Portugal. 

Society declines to accept Emperor William’s 
official envoy into its intimate circles. But when 
Frincess Henry of Pless comes over to London 
with her big, blond German husband she in- 
variably stops at the embassy, 
Terrace. And then the place is transformed 
and becomes, for the time being, the center of the 
gayest and most unconventional] as well as in- 
discreet society of the court and of official life, 
where an astute diplomat could learn more 
things of importance to his government in list- 
ening an hour to inconsequential chatter than by 
a year of official dining in‘ the frigid atmosphere 
of ceremonial toleration. And a foreign am- 
bassador who was able to win the genuine friend- 
ship of the leaders of these circles could soon 
produce an official entente—for the English 
Foreign Office is still largely influenced by so- 
ciety, as history amply proves it has been in the 
past.

“KICKING” ROOM 
FOR CONVICTS 1 
DISCIPLINE AID 


Each Saturday Federal Warden 
Hears Men’s Complaints as. 
to Food, Etc. 








LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Oct. 14— 
There is nothing like a good healthy 
“kick” to keep a convict contented in 
prison, according to Warden McClaugh- 
ry of tle United States Penitentiary 
here, and for that reason the warden 
has established a ‘“kicking” 
where, once a week, every convict in 
the big titution who has a griev- 
ance, is given the opportunity of re- 
lieving his mind. Since the establish- 
ment of he “‘kicking room” the warden 
says, the prison discipline has shown 
big improvement and the men are more 
contented. 


Much of the trouble ih a big prison 
is caused by the grievances the con- 
victs have against guards or other of- 
ficers. Without the opportunity to pring 
these grievances before the higher au- 
thorities the prisoners often brood 
themselves into rebelion against author- 
ity and, naturally, suffer for it. Given 
the opportunity of ‘“kicking’’ instead 
of being kicked, literally or figurative- 
ly, and assurance that if their kick is 
just the condition will be remedied, the 
prisoners feel that not every hand is 
against them and they respond to it. 

As a part of the system penalties are 
provided for convicts who make ‘‘kicks’”’ 
that are merely attempts to “get een” 
with somebody. Every complaint that 
requires it is investigated. Complaints 
te be found just are immediately cor- 
rected, usually such as relate to re- 
pairs needed for cells, improvement of 
hygienic conditions and the like.

DENVER, Colo., Oct. 14.—Usually it is 
considered a victory for the defense 
when a Supremé Court reverses a con- 
viction in @ murder case and sends it 
tack for a new trial. Such a reversal 
proved a stunning blow for Joseph E. 
Bailey, the second trial leaving him con- 
victed of a higher degree of murder 
than the first one, with many years add- 
ed to his term of imprisonment. 

In July, 1910, Bailey killed his brother- 
in-law, Fugene Smith, for alleged bru- 
tality to Mrs. Smith, Bailey’s sister. As 
her husband lay upon the ground, mor- 
tally wounded, the woman snatched her 
wedding ring from her finger and threw 
it at him, exclaiming she was through 
with him forever.

At that the trial appeared to 
go as ‘much in the defendant's favor 
and Bailey confidently expected nothing 
worse than another conviction of mur- 
der in the second degree. 

When the second jury filed out Bailey 
appeared almost cheerful. When it 
came back two hours later, he eagerly 
listened for its report, apparently not 
thinking it could be against him. 

The verdict was ‘‘guilty of murder fn 
the first degree,'’ affixing punishment 
at life imprisonment in the penitentiary. 
The condemned man fell back into his 
chair, stunned and bewildered as if he 
had received a blow from a club. 

He is a young man and the comple- 
tion of a term of 15 years would have 
let him out of prison in the prime of life. 
His second sentence, in the ordinary 
course of events, will mean he must be 
locked up at least 25 years longer.

LONDON, Oct. 14.—The death of Gen. 
de Charette, whose wife was Miss An- 


teinette Polk, a famous Tennessee 
beauty, has recalled the important part 
the Baron and Baroness played a quar- 
ter of a century ago in trying to bring 
}about a marriage between the Duke of 
Clarence, whose death gave the throne 
of England to his brother George V, 
and Princess Helene of Orleans, a sis- 
ter of the Duke of Orleans, now the 
Duchess of Aosta. 
Queen Victoria was much attached 
to Princess Helene, who was born in 
Twickenham and was strongly in favor 
of the match, but the religious difti- 
culty proved’ to be insuperable. The 
-#r to the English crown is not per 
mitted under the law to marry a Cath- 
olic. 
The De Charettes, who had great ¢n- 
fluence at the Vatican, took Princess 
Helene to Rome and spent a winter 
treating with Lee XIII and planning 
possibile expedients by which the Prin- 
cese might outwardly conform to the 
Protestant faith and yet remain a Cath- 
olic. A long private correspondence 
passed between Queen Victoria and the 
Pope, in which Baroness de Charette 
actesul as intermediary, but His Holiness 
finally rejected all the propositions. 


Romance Ig Not Forgotten. 
In the Orleans family the Baroness 


is afffecionately called ‘‘Marie.” The 
old ramance is not forgotten and Helene 
is a frequent visitor at the Chateau de 
la Basse Motte, near St. Malo, Brit- 
tany, where the former American gir! 
lives in royal state and has her 
formal receptions where the guests cour- 
tesy and kiss her hand as if she were 
@ queen. 
Barom de Charette was always devoted 
to the Orleans interests and never put 
himself forward as a claimant of the 
French throne. He was a great-grand- 
son of Charlies X. His grandfather was 
the King’s favorite son, the Duke of 
Berni, amd his grandmother, Amy 
Brown, th» pretty daughter of a London 
livery stable keeper. When the Duke 
Was assassinated King Charles recog- 
nized the ¢hildren and gave them royal 
A daughter married the Baron's

father. 

His Famous Duel Recalled. 
Once the Baron was commander of 
the Papal Zouaves. He led the Pon- 
tifical army against the Garibaldians in 
1870. At the battle of Castelfiardo he 
fought’ a Homeric duel with an Italian 
officer, and the opposing armies sus- 
pended hostilitias to watch the encoun- 
ter.

Committee Reports Seat Sale 
One-Third Heavier Than Any 
Previous Year. 





Fifteen soloists of international repu- 
tation—one for each of the 15 pairs of 
regular symphony concerts—have been 
engaged by the St. Louis Symphony 
Society for the season of 1911-12, ac- 
cording to an announcement issued last 
night by the society's Executive Com- 
mittee. A conrplete list of this greatest 
number of famous artists ever obtained 
for a season of symphony music in 8t. 
Louis will be made public within a day 
or two, the committee promises. 

A record-breaking rush for season 
seats has encouraged the Symphony So- 
clety to “‘go the limit’ in obtaining at- 
tractions for the approaching season. 
Ten applications for season boxes for 
the evening symphony concerts have 
been denied because the boxes are all 
sold, according to Hugo A. Koehler, 
cLairman of the Finance Committee, and 
the season subscriptions are one-third 
greater than ever before at the same 
date. 


Guaranty Effort Helped, 
‘It begins to look as though the en- 


tire house will be sold for the sea- 
son,’’ said Chairman Koehler. ‘The 
publicity given the orchestra in con- 
nection with the raising of the guar- 
anty fund resulted in the receipt of 
season subscriptions from many per- 
sons who previously had not been reg- 
ular attendants at symphony concerts. 
The list of subscribers this year car- 
ries a vast number of new names. The 
committee is of course greatly elated. 
These newcomers mean new life for the 
cause of music in St. Louis. 
“The approaching season will unques- 
tionably be the most brilliant ih the so- 
clety’s history. Regular patrons of the 
society who have not yet sent in their 
subscriptions should do so at once, as 
this committee cannot discriminate and 
owing to the unprecedented demand this 
year for seats late comers are likely 
to be disappointed. Subscriptions should 
be sent to O. P. Condon, manager of 
the society, at Bollman’s.”’ 

The Executive Committee last night 
compiled a roll of honor, which is a 
complete list of the St. Louisans who, by 
guaranteeing a total of $30,000 a year 
for five years—in all, $150,000—saved the 
orchestra from disbandment. These 
Buarantors deserve credit, the Execu- 
tive Committee declares, for the bril- 
liant success about to crown the tire- 
less effort of the Symphony Society to 
make of St. Louis a great music cen- 
ter.

human race instead of benefit. 

“In the old times, when there was no 
public provision for the mentally defi- 
cient and insane, thig class of the hu- 
man race left to its own resources did 
not survive,” he seid, “but in these 
days those people are cared for from 
humanitarian motives and are given 
back to society from the institutions, to 
multiply and dilute the grade of human 
mentality.”’

PURE FOOD SHUW 
INDORSED BY U. 5 


Government Stamp Is Made a 
Strict Qualification for En- 
trance of Products. 





NINE FOREIGNERS COMING 


100,000 Samples to Be Given 
Away at Show Which Opens 
Monday at Coliseum. 





When the second annual Pure Food 
Show opens at the Coliseum tomorrow 
afternoon, it will be the first such show 
ever held in this country where every 
article displayed has been tested under 
the Governmental pure food rules. 

In last year’s show this was not a 
requirement, but this year the Board of 
Directors of the St. Louis Industrial 
Exposition Company laid down the test 
rule and it has been rigidly enforced. 
As a result admission has been refused 
to many of the local and outside manu- 


facturers. The number of exhibitors 
will not be as great as last year, but the 
actual amount of show space will be 
greater: Nine of the exhibitors are 
from foreign countries. Nine are from 
St. Louis. 

Samples to Be Given Away. 

All of the foreign and non-resident ex- 
hibitors will give away samples. Ac- 
cording to Rhey McCord, general mana- 
ger of the show, more than 100,009 sam- 
ples now are stored in the Coliseum for 
distribution. One New York manufac- 
turer has 20,000 samples which he will 
give away. 

The only impure food display in the 
show will be that of the State. Dr. 
W. P. Cutler, State Dairy, 
Pure Food Commissioner, has installed 
a large display of deleterious food prod- 
ucts. Most of the articles have been 
confiscated right in St. Lowtis. The 
State also will operate a laboratory in 
connection with this exhibit and will 
have a chemist in charge. Dr. Cutler 
will lecture on the simple tests for the 
detection of impure foods’ in the home. 
and will demonstrate how housewives 
can detect them. 

Mrs. Carrie E. Dwelle of Boston wit! 
give daily lectures on cooking and wil! 
make practical demonstrations of cook- 
ing in paper bags. According to Mrs 
Dwelle anything but soup can be cooked 
in a paper bag. 

Dr. E. J. Allen of Chicago, an expert 
on diet, will give daily and nightly 
lectures on monodiet. He advocates 
the eating of only one article of food 
at each meal. 

One interesting exhibit 
will be that of a Norway canning com- 
pany. Six Norwegian girls recently 
brought to this country will demonstrace 
how. fish is canned and packed in their 
native country. Several other manu- 
facturers will show the process of put- 
ting up pure food products.

Women to Have Booth, 

The Woman’s Pure Food Association 
of St. Louis will have a large booth 
at the exposition and will permanently 
organize. Dr. Harvey W. Wiley has 
been invited to address the women, and 
until he designates just what day he 
will be here, the date of a mass meet- 
ing which is planned will not be decided. 
Mr. W. E. Fischel will preside. 

Others interested in the movement 
and who will be in charge of the booth 
include Mmes. FE. C. Rowse, Elias Mi- 
chael, William Kinsey, F. H. Kreis- 
mann and W. K. Kavanaugh. 

The tea room will be operated for 
charity. All of the goods consumed 
have been donated by one of the ex- 
hibitors. Five societies will be bene- 
fited and each will have its day in 
charge.

IN 3 WOMEN Whd 
KILLED HUSBANDS 


Companions in Exclusive Denver 
Jail Circle, They Have Little 
in Common. 


MRS. PATTERSON REFINED 


Mrs. Valentine Bears Evidence of 
Her Life of Hardships and 
Enforced Toil. 


DENVER, Oct. 14—In the women's 
quarters of the county jail here there ts 
a most interesting little colony of pris- 
oners. Jails have their social problems 
as well as other communities and those 
bound by common ties of affliction or 
by social affiliations soon come to seek 


each other out. 

The strange settlement in the Denver 
jail is established in part by the con- 
junction of three cells, in part by the 
similarity in the cases of the three per- 
sons who occupy the cells. No ques- 
tion of congeniality enters into it, be- 
causa the three are as dissimilar as 
three persons could be. 

They are three women who are held 
for killlug their husbands. Coincidental- 
ly each of the three alleges that she was 
driven to her act because her husband 
abused her and lived off her earnings. 


Contrast in Personalities. 


One of them is Mrs. Gertrude Patter- 
son, cultured, refined, delicate, dainty 
from her finely polished finger nails to 
the tips of her French boots, a woman 
of fashion. 

Another is Mrs. Eleanor C. Valentine. 
She is neither young nor pretty. Her 
hands are not manicured but the nails 
are rough and thick from toil. She does 
not lack refinement but here is not the 
refinement of the fashionable drawing 
room. Her clothing wants the snap and 
style of good tailoring. Her face tells 
tha: her life has been one of hardship, 
with few of the comforts and none of 
the luxuries so essential to the happiness 
of such a woman as Mrs. Patterson. 

The third woman is Mrs. Assunta Mol- 
1 sne. She ts fat, careless, of the typ!- 
cal Italian peasant type, care-free and 
ignor.nt, coarse of feature, with thick, 
sensuous lips. She belongs no more to 
Mrs. Vanentine’s social system than 
she does to that of Mrs. Patterson. 

Each Acts Her Part. 

The conduct of the three ts indicated 
in their pers.1a: descriptions. Mrs. 
Mollicone is eitier hot or cold.” Some- 
times she is plunged into the depths of 
erief, wailing over her lot, apparently 
broken down. A little while later she 
is smiling with some gay Neapolitan 
air upon her lips, her eyes dancing. 

Mrs. Valentine is quiet, her eyes often 
brovoding upon space, no outward traces 





of emotion but her whole bearing in- 
dicative of a leaden weight of grief 
within. An unthinking person might 
call her stolid. Sne is anything: but 


' stolid. 


Mrs. Patterson is in jail what she 
would be in her boudoir—a calm, self- 
possessed woman of the world, too well 
bred to let her reali emotion appear 
upon the surface. She neither courts 
her companions in misfortune nor shuns 
them; she attempts nvither to patron- 
ize them nor to withdraw from them. 

Their Friendly Talks. 

The three women chat from their 
roomy cells, each trying to keep up her 
fair share of the conversation. Mrs. 
Patterson tells of the jelly she made 
when she was trying to satisfy her 
husband’s demand for money by keep- 
ing boarders. Mrs. Mollicone tells in- 
teresting stories of her native people. 
Mrs. Valentine keeps in the conversa- 
tion, yet manages co tell very little 
about herself. 

Of the three women, it is said that 
the jail attendants like Mrs. Valentine 
the best, but predict Mrs. Patterson 
will have the easiest time getting out 
of her trouble. Mrs. Patterson, it may 
be said, has not particularly tried to 
win the friendship of her jailers. She 
and Matron Normille « not appear to 
be any too fond of each other, although 
each speaks very courteously to the 
other. 

Besides these three women, the 
Denver jail has another prisoner ac- 
cused of murder whose affairs are of 
interest to many outside this city 
He is Frank Harold Henwood, the 
man who killed 8 Louis (“Tony”) 
von Phul of St. Louis, and Frederick 
Copeland, a stockman, in the Brown 
Palace Hotel. 

Henwood was very much vexed the 
other day at a newspaper story to 
the effect he and Mrs. Patterson had 
made q@ wager as to which would be 
had met Mrs. Patterson.

“1 Want My Money’s Worth,”

A thrill of alarm ran through the 
crowd of spectators at Kinloch Park 
yesterday afternoc~ when an aeroplane 
containing Fred F sen, Republican lead- 
er of St. Louis ¢ ,zunty, and W. G. Beat- 
ty, an aviator, dropped 60 feet to the 
ground, with a jar which shattered the 
skids. 

In an instant hundreds of men were 
racing across the field toward the spot, 
a mile away, at which the accident had 
occurred. There were visions of brulses 
and even of broken bones, and many 
were expressing their opinions concern- 
ing the hardihood of present aeroplane 
travel. 

In the meantime Essen had extricated 
himself uninjured from the machine, 
‘which had bumped down into a plowed 
field, and had turned indignantly upon 
‘his air-chauffeur, exclaiming: 

“Say, I want my money’s worth.” 

Essen Paid $25. 
Es8en had paid $25 for an aeroplane 


spin about the park, and was angered, 


although he escaped without injury from 
the fall, because he was drepped in a 
ploughed field a mile north of the 
stadium.

Three Minutes Aloft. 

Essen was three minutes aloft, at a 
price, if he had not insisted upon a re- 
bate, of $8.33 a minute. To quiet him, 
Beatty promised to finish .the jtrip to- 
day, and Essen consented to board an 
automobile and return to the field. 

The aeroplane containing the political 
fortunes of St. Louis County had arisen 
feebly from before the grand stand. It 
fluttered westward as far as the han- 
gars and then turned north. When more 
than a mile away, it wheeled to begin 
the return trip. A moment later the 
3000 spectators were excited to see the 
canvas bird falter, stop, and drop to 
the earth. After Essen had been res- 
cued and Beatty had tinkered with the 
engine, the machine again arose in the 
air and salled back to its hanger. 

Esr-n, as a passenger, followed “‘The 
Lady in the Purple Mask,"’ who wore a 
silk purple mask over her forehead and 
nose to prevent recognition. She ar- 
rived, masked, in an automobile, and 
made her way, with $2, to Beatty’s ma- 
chine.

The evidence of Edward E. Moran, a 
negro, outlined the method of disposing 
of fake pawntickets. Moran testified 
that he recently was released from the 
Workhouse. He said he had been ar- 
rested many times on charges of selling 
the bogus tickets. 

He testified that he began to sell 
pawntickets supplied by Gallant in 1906, 
and continued until he was sent to the 
Workhouse in 1909. During that time he 
sold as many as 15 tickets in a day. He 
said he was given the tickets in bunches 
of five or six, and frequently went back 
to the store three or four times a day 
for a new supply. 

The method used is this, as explained 
by Moran in his deposition: 


Tickets Raised Values. 


A pawnbroker’s ticket would be 
issued on some cheap article, cost- 
ing probably $2. The ticket would 
certify that the article had been 
pawned for, say, $7. The article 
would be placed in an envelope 
awaiting redemption. The ticket 
would be given to Moran and he was 
told to go out and make a plea of 
being hard up and unable to redeem 
the pledge and sell the ticket for 
what he could get 

Moran would be allowed to keep 
what he sold the ticket for, and the 
pawnbroker would keep the money 
received when the purchaser of the 
ticket redeemed the _ article, still 
sealed. The purchaser had to pay 
the $7 for which the article purport- 
ed to be pawned for, and also the 
“dues” on the loan, amounting to 
about $2.26. In that manner the 
pawnbroker received $9.25 for the 
article worth $2. 

Saye Gallant Furnished Tickets. 


Moran testified that Gallant fur- 
nished him many tickets on dla- 
monds, revolvers, razors, umbrellas, 
rings and various articles, and prom- 
ised to protect him if he was arrest- 
ed. He testified that the largest 
pawn ticket he ever sold called for 
goods pawned for $75. He sold the 
ticket for $5, he said. He tried to 
sell a ticket calling for $140 in dia- 
monds one time, but failed to sel] it 
andihad to turn it back as being too 
big for him to handle. 

The testimony of Moran showed 
that he made about $300 a year from 
the sale of tickets, and he said the 
value of the goods redeemed by the 
purchasers amounted to about $5090 
a& year.

He said that in some cases 
where the victim refused to pay him 
anything for the ticket he would 
give the victim the ticket so that he 
would redeem the pledze, and that 
Gallant would “split” with him 
(Costello) on the profits. 

Tells of Billhead Sales. 

Costello added a new angle to the 
scheme when he tgastified that early 
in 1913 he sold “biliheads” for Gal- 
lant instead of fake pawntickets. 
lant changed the method after a 
preacher who had invested in the 
scheme had the pawnbroker arrest- 
ed, Costello testified. Gallant then 
took a billhead and made a few fig- 
ures purporting to show that goods 
had been bought on credit and were 
held for the purchaser.

He Lifts Earth With Golden 
Spade at Frisco and Nordica 
Sings “‘Star Spangled Banne,.” 
GOVERNOR GREETS «HIM 
California Executive, After Snub 


to Nation’s Chief, Thanks 
Him for His Visit. 





SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14-—Under 
almost ideal conditions ground wis 
broken here today for the Panama- 
Pacific Exposition of 1915. that is to 
commemorate the opening of the Pan-. 
ama Canal. President Taft, with a 
golden spade, lifted the first earth on 
the ground on which the exposition 
buildings will rise, and Mme. Lillian 
Nordica sang her greeting before 
more than 100,000 persons in the 
great stadium in Golden Gate Park. 
This was the first ceremony in cele- 
bration of what the President and 
other speakers called the “Greatest 
engineering feat the world has ever 
seen—the Panama Canal.” 

The President spoke from a plat- 
form erected just in Yront of the 
grandstand in the stadium. Only a 
hundred feet away was a long rough 
wooden stand 30 feet high, on which 
a dozen members of the camera bat- 
tery clicked their time away and at 
either corner of this photographic 
platform were moving picture ma- 
chines that whirred as the President 
and Mme. Nordica played their parta. 

Dozen Women Faint. 

Thousands had come to the sta- 
dium before the President and under 
the warm sun a dozen women faint- 
ed before he left, but most of them 
were treated immediately by the 
emergency hospital corps on the 
grounds. 

Mme. Nordica was unfortunate both 
times she sang, for when she opsved 
the program with an aria, a band 
attached to one of the regiments was 
just entering the opposite side of the 
enclosure, and when she sang “Star 
Spangled Banner,” the thousands of 
fire, crackers that the ceremony com- 
mittee had ordered fired exploded in 
salvos that drowned her voice. 

President Taft spoke on the benefits 
that would accr to the Pacific Coast, 
to San aden and to the nation 
through the construction of the canal. 

Gov. Johnson, who yesterday wel- 
comed Taft to the State tin brief fash- 
ion, was warmer in his introduction of 
the Chief Executive today. 

“On this occasion, fraught with so 
much opportunity for San Francisco,” 
said the Governor, “it is peculiarly ap- 
propriate that the representatives of the 
State of California should say a few 
words, of greeting to President Taft. He 
has come to this city for this particular 
ceremony and with hearts overflowing 
with gratitude and joy we acknowledge 
our obligations to him today.’ 


Raises Exvosition Flag. 
At the conclusion of his address 


President Taft descended the steps 
from the platform carrying the g>ld- 
en spade over his shoulder and fol- 
lowed by Chafles de Young, chair- 
man of the Committee on Ceremonies, 
who held a mahogany-bound  hox. 
The President shoved the spade deep 
into the black earth and pulled ut 
the first shovelful. The President 
then raised the official exposition 
flag. 

Following the ground-breaking, the 
President paid a brief call upon the 
members of the Native Daughters of 
the Golden: West at his hotel and 
dropped in for a few moments at the 
Union League Club. To the dauyh- 
ters the President said that the ast 
may be East and West may be West, 
but women in the United States were 
just about the same everywhere. 

“Perhaps,” said he, “the right to 
vote may make a difference, but I 
doubt it.” 

President Taft reached the Golden 
Gate City tn a pretty well-used-up con- 
dition. He had not left his train for 24 
hours, his voice was giving him con- 
siderable’ trouble, and he had encoun- 
tered a rather frosty reception at the 
hands of Gov. Hiram Johnson, who 
dominates Republican politics in this 
State and is opposed to Taft. 

At Sacramento Gov. Johnson turned 
to the people and, without a prelim- 
inary word, said: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen—I introduce 
to you the President of the United 
States.”’ é 

The incident did not escape the 
President's attention, and he did not 
pay any compliments nor did he invite 
the Governor to have lunch with him, 
for Johnson had declined to attend the 
banquet given to the President at the 
Palace Hotel. 

Senator Boyne of the State Legisla- 
ture remarked to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent that Johnson held the State 
aelegation to the Republican convention 
in the palm of his hand and would un- 
doubtedly ere its instruction for 
Taft.

He 
does not expect ever again to live in 
Palmyra, near here, where he owned

Wash’s double 
plea of the unwritten law and of self- 
defense persuaded seven jurors so 
strongly that he ought not be punished 
that they voted for acquittal on the first 
ballot. On the fifth ballot, seven stood 
for acquittal .The others came over 
cne by one, 

Wash and his physician brother were 
the only members of his family in court 
when the verdict was returned. Wash 
rose with tears streaming down his 
cheeks and thanked the jurors, then was 
congratulated by the handful of spec- 
tators in the room. 

Charles Buehling, one of the jurors, 
expressed approval of Wash’'s conduct, 
amid assenting nods from other jurors 
gathered about. 

“Martin should have been killed long 
before he was,” said Buehling; ‘and if I 
had been in Wash’'s place I would have 
done just what he did.” 

Wife Had Confessed., 

Wash killed Martin after Mrs. Wash 
had confessed to him her misconduct 
with Martin, a boarder in their home 
and clerk in the hardware store. After 
the revelation, Wash offered to divorce 
his wife and give her half his property, 
provided Martin would marry her and 
take her away with Izetta. Martin 
walked into the store a day or two later 
and Wash asked whether he would keep 
the agreement. 

“I don’t want her,” he testified Mar- 
tin said. “Keep her—she’s good enough 
for you.” 

Then Wash firgd. The bullet entered 
the back of Martin’s head, and this was 
the strongest point the prosecution had 
against Wash, an effort being made to 
show that Wash had fired when Martin 
was walking peacefully away. 

Wash testified that Martin reached 
toward his hip pocket, and then dodged 
and turned as Wash drew his revolver.

LIBERTY IS A SURPRISE 


Former Banker Starts on Way 
at Once for Old Home 
in Chicago. 


By Assoctated Press. . 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 14.—John 
R. Walsh, former Chicago banker, is 
speeding homeward tonight, after 
spending one year eight months and 
26 days in the Federal prison at 
Leavenworth, Kan., for misapplying 
the funds of the Chicago National 
Bank. He was paroled today. 
Accompanied by his son, Richard. 
the former capitalist came here and 
at 4:55 o’clock this afternoon he de- 
parted on the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Railroad for Chicago. He will 
arrive there tomorrow morning at 
8:20 o’clock. 
Richard Walsh did not understand 
when he started here to meet his fa- 
ther that the prisoner had been pa- 
roled, and so the former banker was 
forced to leave the institution in 
convict-made clothing. 

Wore Convict-Made Clothes. 
He wore @ gray suit and gray over- 
coat made by convicts, and a soft 
black felt hat of such inferior mate- 
rial that it was split in _ several 
places before Walsh reached here. 
Arrangements were made by tele- 
graph from Leavenworth, however, to 
have one of Walsh’s own suits of 
clothes sent to Ottumwa, Io., for him. 
He will exchange his prison clothes 
for others on the train tomorrow 
morning. 

The parole came unexpectedly. 
Fom more than a week Walsh had 
waited eagerly for a favorble report 
on his case. Other prisoners whose 
eases were considered by the Parole 
Board received notice of their appli- 
cations being granted, but Walsh’s 
did not come. Thursday night the 
prisoner almost gave up hope., as 
did also his friends. 

Parole Message Comes. 

And then, late last night, came a 
code message from the Attorney- 
General saying the parole had been 
granted. Warden R. W. McClaugh- 
ey, who is an old friend of the pris- 
oner, immediately broke the news to 
him. Walsh was overjoyed. But 
Walsh was the only person the war- 
den told of the parole, for he is pro- 
hibited from gtving out news re- 
garding prisoners, and it was not 
until today.the story became pub- 
lic. 

“Come here immediately,” the 
warden telegraphed Richard Walsh, 
and he, thinking his father was ill, 
rushed to Leavenworth from Chicago 
today. With him he brought all the 
principal+books of the Walsh busi- 
ness, hoping his father would at 
least be able to go over the accounts 
once more, At noon young Walsh 
entered the warden’s office. 

“Have you everything ready?” in- 
quired the warden. 

“Ready for what?” 
puzzled. 

“Why your father is paroled,” re- 
sponded the warden. 

“How glad I am,” axclaimed Walsh, 
dropping his bundles and embracing 
a deputy marshal who stood near. 

The prisoner was at dinner when 

his son arrived. The prison menu 
today was pickled beets, sausage, 
cabbage and breag and water. Walsh 
ate more heartily than he had for 
several days. 
After dinner father and son met 
behind closed doors, None was pres- 
ent when they greeted each other. 
When it became known that Walsh 
would have to leave in prison clothes 
a tailor was called in to fit a steck 
suit for the former banker. Then 
Walsh received $5, a railroad ticket 
to Chicago and $75 he had on deposit 
with the deputy warden, W, H. 
Mackey.

LOVED HIM FROM FIRST 


Marriage Takes Place in England 
After He Reduces Prison Term 
by Good Behavior.

LONDON, Oct. 14—Miss Mary E, 
Toovey, a typewriter, and Dr. Talbot 
Bridgwater, an American medical spe- 
cialist, who had 3000 patients hers be- 
fore he was imprisoned for forgery, 
have been married here, the Post-Dis- 
Patch correspondent is informed. 

_ The marriage is the outcome of an ex- 
traordinary romance. The mutual love 
between Miss Toovey and Dr. Bridg- 
water endured the six years he was in 
prison, although she was largely in- 
strumental in sending him there. The 
girl sacrificed herself to her sense of 
duty to her employer, Marshall Fox, an 
ased American engineer, ,reputed to be 
a millionaire. 

Bridgwater, who, it,is said, holds de- 
grees from reputable American medical 
colleges, was convicted in November, 
1905, of having forged a check for $3275 
in Marshall Fox’s name and was sen- 
tenced to seven years’ penal servitude. 
Miss Toovey was a witness against 
him and Charles Fisher, Walter Edward 
Shackell and Lionel Peyton Holmes, 
who were indicted with him as parties 
to the forgery plot. A woman who called 
herself Elizabeth Foster was Fisher’s 
wife, it developed. 

Good behavior earned a commutation 
of sentence for Bridgwater, and he was 
released last July. He immediately 
sought Miss Toovey, who, during his 
imprisonment, led a secluded life in a 
small South London flat. 

The evidence during the trial showed 
thet Miss Toovey first met Bridgwater 
when she went to him as a patient. He 
paid her attention. Learning she was 
Marshall Fox’s secretary, Bridgwater 
introduced to her Charles Fisher, who 
called himself Dean. Fisher tpok ledg- 
ings in the flat where Miss Toovey 
lived and got impressions on wax of 
the keys to the safe in Fox’s office, 
which Miss Toovey took home with her 
every night.

$3275;' it was charged that Elizabeth 
Foster changed the notes in Paris. 

Fisher was convicted of a burglary 
later and confessed his. part fin the 
forgery and implicated the others.

Not long ago 
two soldiers were responsible for the 
death of a woman in a train. Investi- 
gation generally discloses that the mur- 
derers were paroled convicts or men 
otherwise unfavorably known to the po- 
lice.

The legality and constitutionality of 
the compulsory vaccination rule of the 
mBoard of Education will be attacked in 
a petition to be filed in the circuit court 
tomorrew in the mandamus suit of 
James A. Martin against the board. 
Martin’s children were excluded from 
the Grant school because he refused to 
have them vaccinated. 
The Anti-Compulsory Vaccination 
League of Missouri, to test the right of 
the Board to enforce such a rule, filed 
a mandamus suit against it. The peti- 
tion Monday will be Martin’s return to 
tne beard’s answer. 

Gives Seven Reasons. 
Seven specific reasons as to why the 
rule is unlawful, unconstitutional and 
vold are set up in the petition, which 
was written by Attorney Loomis C., 
Johnsen for the anti-compulsory vacci- 
nation league. They are: 

(1) It is in contravention of the 
compulsory education law because it 
bars from the schools children whose 
parents are conscientiously opposed 
tu yaccination. 

(2) It contravenes the section of 
the constitution providing that the 
general assembly shall establish and 
maintain free public schools for the 
gratuitous instruction of all persons 
‘between the ages of 6-and 4 years 
in that it places a restriction upon 
ali the children of St. Louis, which 
must be removed by compliance with 
the rule before they can attend 
school. 

(3) Because the laws ef Missouri 
do net confer powers upon the board 
to make and enforce such rule. 

(4) It violates the general welfare 
clause of the Missouri constitution 
because it denies to the individual 
the right to life and liberty and is an 
invasion of the LUberty of the indi- 
vidual not justifiable on the ground 


nf puclic policy. ' 
(6) It interferes with and attempts 


to contrel the conscience of the in- 
dividual. e 

(6) It contravenes the provisions 
of Section 30, Art. 1) of the Missouri 
Constitution, because the enforce- 
ment of its provisions constitute a 
deprivation of life, liberty and prop- 
erty without due process of law. 

(7) It if in contravention of Sec- 
tion i, Art. 14, of the Constitution of 
the United States, because it 
abridges the privileges and immuni- 
ties of the citizen; is a denial of the 
right to life, lfberty and property 
without due process of law, and is 
a denial of the equal protection of 
the law because it compels those 
who attend the public schools of St.

The pétition asserts that the enforce- 
ment of the rule is an unreasonable, ar- 
bitrary and unlawful éxercise of the 
discretion vested in the School Board 
and an abuse of that discretion.

There organisms, it is alleged, 
when introduced inte the human 
system cause spinal meningitis, te- 
tanus or lockjaw, generalized blood 
poison, and other dangerous diseases. 

It is also alleged that there is no in- 
spection of the vaccine virus used in 8t. 
Louls, and that if there was it would 
be no certain safeguard against such 
diseases as tetanus, bleod poison, and 
tuberculosis. ; 

Declares It Is Useless. 

The petition also alleges that vacci- 
nation is useless and wholly ineffective 
as a prophylactic measure against 
smallpox infection. The method of pro- 
ducing vaccine virus from animals is 
described in detail. 

The ravages and spread of smal!pox 
may be prevented by isolation, quaran- 
tine, sanitation and fumigation,: it is 
alleged, rendering vaccination unneces- 
sary. There is adequate protection 
against smallpox in St. Louis without 
resort te vaccination, the petition as- 
serts, and it further declares that ghere 
is no danger of a smallpox epidemic 
now, and has not been for a long time. 

Depositions ef vaccination experts 
have been taken by the attorneys for 
Martin, and exhaustive tests of vac- 
cine virus have been made. This evi- 
dence will be presented to the court in 
the trial of the case.

Charles M. Hays, the St. Loulsan who 
is writing his name beside those of Lord 
Stratheona, Sir William MacKenzie, Sir 
Daniel Mauer and Sir William Van 
Horne as a builder of the new Canada, 
explains in four words his remarkable 
rise from a $40-a-month clerkship to 
the presidency of the Grand Trunk Rail- 
road.

Will Ask Attorney-General to 


Assist in Securing Convictions | 


at Caruthersville. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON City, Oct. 14.— 
Gov. Hadley has offered a reward of 
$300 for the arrest and conviction of 
members of the Caruthersville mob who 
took A. B. Richardson, a negro, from 
the calaboose early Wednesday morn- 
ing, beat him with whips and threw 
him over a %-foot cliff into the Missis- 
sippi, where his body was found after 
daylight. 

Gov. Hadley has written to Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Gossom of Pemiscot Coun- 
ty, directing him to make a searching 
inquiry into the acts of the mob, and 
te Circuit Judge Faris. asking that a 
special grand jury be called to indict 
the mob leaders. He will ask Attorney- 
Genera] Major personally or through an 
assistant, to aid in the effort to indict 
and convict the mob leaders. 

Early reports were that two negroes. 
Richardson and a man known as “High 
Pockets,’ had been lynched. Later ad- 
vices showed that “High Pockets” had 
been released after a severe whipping, 
and had been seen by his former em- 
ployer as he fled to Tennessee. 

The mob entered the side door of the 
jail by means of a key, and the two 
negroes were carried to the baseball 
park without arousing the town. Rich- 
ardson was a petty thief, and was taken 
from jail with ‘“‘High lockets’”’ after the 
latter had been arrested on a charge 
of annoying a white girl. 

The mob also burned a boarding house 
in the “Larrup,’”’ or negro district, of 
the town.

Three Proposed New Companies 
Would Keep Strong Grip on 
Larger Part of Output. 


DETAILS OF THE PLAN 


American Company Proposes to 
Transfer All Factories and Is- 
sue $115,000,000 in Stock. 


By Tensed Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14.-—The 
Dispatch is enabled to give an author- 
itative advance summary of the peti- 
tion about to be filed in the United 
States Circuit Court by the American 
Tobacco Co., for the breaking of the 
Tobacco Trust into three companies. 

These companies are to be the 
American Tobacco Co. and two new 
corporations to be formed, one to be 


known as the Liggett & Myerg To- 
bacco Co, and the other to be the 
P. Lorillard Co. 

Holders of each $1000 6 per cent 
bond are to get in cash $600 and one- 
fourth in new 7 per cent bonds of the 
Liggett & Myers Tobacco Co., and one- 
quarter in new 7 per cent bonds of 
the Lorillard Co. 

Holders of each $1000 4 per cent 
bond are to get in cash $450 and one- 
quarter in new 5 per cent bonds of 
the Liggett & Myers Tobacco Co. and 
one-fourth in new 5 per cent bonds of 
the P. Lorillard Co. 

Holders of American Tobacco 6 per 
cent preferred stock will get, first, a 
voting power, which has been denied 
them heretofore, of two-thirds of 
their present holdings, and full vot- 
ing power on the one-third that will 
be exchanged for new 7 per cent 
preferred stock of the Liggett & My- 
ers and P. Lorillard companies, on 
the basis of one-sixth in each com- 
pany. 

Holders of American Tobacco com- 
mon stock wil] get, in the form of 
Securities, dividends amounting to 
$35,011,865. Other securities are also 
given but their value is not known. 

These common stockholders get the 
privilege of subscribing to’ the $36,.- 
651,925 of common stock of the two 
new companies in cash at par pro- 
portionately to their holdings of 
American Tobacco common. 

$115,000,000 Stock Issue. 

Under the provisions of the pro- 
posed plan the American Tobacco (Co, 
will transfer all of its factories, these 
companies in turn issuing $115,000,000 
new securities for these properties, 

The American Tobacco Co. main- 
tains that the adoption of this slan 
would mean that it would have no 
control and interest -in- any foreign 
company or alliance with either of 
the two new companies to be created. 

All trade agreements between the 
foreign companies, the Imperial To- 
bacco Co., Limited, and the British 
American Tobacco Co., Limited, will 
be annulled under the provisions of 


tthe plan. 


Figured out upon the basis of the 
revenue figures and the total outnut 
for 1910, the independermt companies, 
those entirely outside the Tobacco 
Trust, will be left the following pef- 
centages of the tobacco business of 
the country: Cigarettes, 19.20; smok- 
ing tobacco, 21.39; plug tobacco, 19.05;

Metternich's counsel, Dr. Alsberg, as- 
sertted “‘that the proposed marriage be- 
tween my client and Miss Anita Stew- 
art was only prevented by the inter- 
ference of the Prince of Braganza.”’ 
He then called the Prince “‘The great- 
est swindler and the most notorious 
cheat in the world,’ and added: ‘Sure- 
ly® then, my client was a more suit- 
eble candidate for Miss Stewart’s hane, 
since he had ao criminal record behind 
him.”’ 
Metternich frankly asserted that he 
ran up debts te only expected to pay 
after Miss Anita Stewart was his wife. 
A wealthy Spanish widow, said to have 
a home in America, who was another of 
Metternich’s hopes, was proved by the 
evidence to be a myth. 

Woman a Myth. 

The “Donna Mercedes” existed only in 
the imarination of a Paris matrimonial 
agent who swindled Metternich out of 
advance commissions by stories about 
her and his ch: nces to ge‘ her millions. 

From the confused account of h_ pro- 
ceedings in search of an heiress, it be- 
came apparent that it was not Donna 
Mercedes, but Miss Stewart, whom Met- 
ternich hopes to meet at Frankfurt, 
when, in order to get there, he bor- 
rowed $39 from a demi-mondaine he 
had met at the Palais Danse to pay his 
expenses. 

Several women of Berlin’s night life 
testified that it was not unusual for 
them to lend money to gilded or .titled 
youths, taking checks payable in | 
month for double the amount of the 
loan. Metternich’s advocate insisted that 
it was no disgrace for a young Man to 
be seen in such places.

Last week Ae 
told a sensational story about the home 
of Wolff Wertheim, Berlin’s  frichest 
storekeeper, after it was denied that he 
had ever been recognized as the en- 
gaged suitor of the young and beautiful 
daughter, Dolly Wertheim. 

A letter from Dolly herself was pro- 
duced in which she states that her 
mother had told her she would rather 
see her the friend of a Prince than the 
wife of a nobody. Another said that 
she might have extra matrimonial re- 
lations with men as long as she did 
not have the same friends more than 
two weeks at a time and did not try 
to get married until she was 22.

But as soon as the disks 
become hotter than the steam, Dr. Tesla as- 
serts, they deliver their surplus heat to the 
vapor, thus increasing its molecular energy, and 
so on, in an endless cycle. 

“If the theory is correct,” declared Dr. Tesla 
before a recent meeting of the New York sec- 
tion of the National Electric Light Association, 
“I am able to take out the entire energy of the 
steam in one single stage. Theoretically I! 
should be able to get 99 per cent of the total 
energy of the steam on the shaft in these tur- 
bines. The machine wil] develop 10 horsepower 
for every pound of weight.” 

In practice, of course, these estimates shrank 
some points; but engineers who have in- 
spected the motors at the Edison plant admit 
that the device is as wonderful as its inventor 
maintains. At the same plant is one of the 
tiny disk-turbines, used as a pump, which sucks 
up 60 gallons of water a minute, using only the 
power of the common incandescent light current.

“Conversely, a body placed in a moving fluid 
is, for the same reasons, impelled in the direc- 
tion of movement.” 

As al] turbines are converse pumps, Dr. Tesla 
can use his engine for two opposite purposes. 
When its mechanism is caused to revolve in a 
stationary fluid medium, it acts as a pump. But 
when he causes a moving fluld to pass through 
the mechanism, it becomes an engine. It is in 
the latter phase that the invention is of greatest 
importance to industry. 

The essential part is a series of thin parallel 
disks of metal, mounted on ah axle, about one- 
sixteenth of an inch apart. 
are enclosed in a metal case, into which steam 
or other power is admitted under pressure. The 
particles of steam, impinging violently. tan- 
gentially, upon the sides of the disks, drag their 
surfaces along and create a circular movement 
upon their axle. The vapor, which centrifugal 
force compels to travel in a spiral, fluds an 
exit through an outlet at the axle.

Without . may be conceived from the fact 

, that the molecules of steam, at 150 
Cylinders, pounds pressure, have a velocity of 
Pistons about 12,000 feet per second. The

The vast saving in energy, according to Dr. 
Tesla, lies in the fact that the steam molecules 
are permitted to travel along the lines of least 
resistance, go that little of their force is wasted. 
In other devices, the molecules, smashing against 
piston heads or turbine paddles, are spent, like 
bullets ricocheting along the ground. As in 
other turbines, force is economized by its direct 
transference to the shaft, without the wasteful 
intervention of cylinders, pistons, cranks or walk- 
ing beams, such as are familiar on Mississippi 
river steamboats.

This opens the way for 
the employment of gasoline vapor, which is 
available only in a series of explosive expansions. 

In addition, Dr. Tesla declares, he has found 
that, instead of having only one inlet for the 
fluid power, there may be a series of orifices, 
arranged about the periphery of the disks. By 
this means, the pressure of exploding gasoline 
vapor upon the disks would be practically con: 
tinuous. 

Of the modern gasoline motor, which has made 
the automobile and the aeroplane practicable, 
only the carburetor, the compression chamber 
and the ignition would be left. The cylinders, 
pistons and cranks would vanish. The gasoline, 
converted into vapor in the carburetor and mixed 
with air, would be compressed and then ignited 
with an electric spark at the moment of its 
entrance into the disk chamber. It would, 
tLrough the disks, expend its force directly upon 
the shaft, instead of indirectly through piston 
rods such as are now used. 

“Applied to steamships,” says the inventor, 
“these engines will make the carrying of reverse 
turbines tinnecessary and greatly reduce the ex- 
pense, weight and bulk of the others. It is per- 
fectly adaptable to the locomotive, but will 
perbaps find its greatest field in the stationary 
engines which generate electric current.” 

In the field of aviation, he promises an im- 
mensely increased power with a sensationally re- 
duced weight of mechanism. This added power 
may be utilized either in an increase of speed

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DRINKING WATER PURIFIED BY ELECTRIC LIGHT RAYS 


E hear a great dea] these days of the 
W wonderful curative properties of ultra- 
violet rays—those scarcely visible rays 
of light lying beyond the violet of the Very end 
of the spectrum of rainbow colors. The newest 
and most intensifying discovery about these rays 
is that they can be used for the purifying and 
sterilizing of the city water supply. The water 
passes through tanks, or chambers, iliuminated 
by ultra-violet rays, and becomes absolutely 
sterile. 

Proof of this has been found in &, series of ex- 
periments ‘made with the water supply of the 
village of Maromme, near Rouen, France. Ma- 
romme is the center of half a dozen small su- 
burban districts, and it furnishes water for a 
combined population of 25,000. 

Despite every precaution. the water sometimes 
becomes contaminated before it reaches the service 
pipes ifom.the chalk catchment grounds, and in 
y.der to insure the absolute purity of the water 
an ultra-violet ray sterilizing plant was recently 
installed. This consists of a rearrangement of 
supply pipes, tanks and filters and a battery of 
quaftz me:;cury lamps with a capacity of steril- 
izing 132.000 gallons of water every 24 hours. 

The water is purified in this way: It is first 
necessary to filter the water, so as to make sure 
that it shall be clear enough to permit the easy 
penetration of the ultra-violet rays. For this 
purpose a very simple filter suffices, and in this 
case a filtering surface of 50 meters square is 
more than enough. This surface is divided into 
two filters. A layer two feet thick of clean, fine 
sand is placed on a bed of small gravel, and this 
rests on perforated tiles caréfully cemented to- 


gether. From under the filters the water flows 
into smal] tanks or reservoirs that feed the 
sterilizing apparatus. This consists of two dis- 
sinct parts. There is an automatic valve con- 
trived for the purpose of preventing the vassage

of the water whenever the electric current ceases. 


So long as the current keeps the lamp burning 


the same force closes the valve. But the mo- 
ment the lamp gpes out and the production of 


ultra-violet rays eases then the valve opens, 


The water thereupon runs through it to weste and 
does not mix with the purified town supply: When, 
on the other nand, the electric current is working 
satisfactorily and this valve is closed, the water 
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passes close to three sides of the lamp and is 
thus’ exposed three times to the purifying action 
of the ultraviolet rays. From calculations made 
of the expenditure of electric energy necessary 
and of its cost the impression is gained that the 
employment of ultra-violet rays is decidedly 
cheap. 

As for its efficacy the bacteriological labora- 
tory of Rouen examined 14 sets of three speci- 
mens, each taken at different dates. First, then, 
was the water fresh from the intzke. The num- 
ber of bacteria per cubic centimeter varied from 
6 to 86 within a period of 14 days. The colon 


nacillus was sometimes absent, but cerierally 
there were 20 to 30 per 100 cubic centimeters. Tie 
second set of samples was taken after the water 
had passed through the filters and the number of 
micro-organisms varied from zero to |4. The colon 
bacillus had entirely disappeared except from one 
sample, when 5 were discovered in 100 cuble cen- 
timeters. 

The third specimen was that of water after it 
had beeh exposed to the action of the ultra-violet 
rays. In every one of the 14 specimens the Warer 
was absolutely sterile: there was no bactoila of 
any description whatsoever.

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Fireproof and Panic-proof School House 


SCHOOL Jding in whith every room 
A has a € << connection with the ground, 
without st entering the main hall] has 


been built. just beside the site of the. famous 
Collinwood. O.,° school in which 175 children 
perished by fire in 1908. It represents many 
unique features of constriction and is said to 
be as fire-proof and panic-proof as it is possible 
for a school building to be. 

There are 12 large class rooms and a spacious 
Between each 
two rooms a cement stairway extends straight 
down to the ground, making it possible to 
empty the entire building in two minutes using 
the main halls, and with never more than two 
classes coming in contact with each other. The 
stairways from the rooms on the first floor are 
directly under the stairways from the second 
floor. Doors at the ground exits open on the 
slightest pressure, 
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Steel doors are used at the main entrances 
and steel doors also separate the class rooms 
from the halls. Door and window casings are 
of steel, All floors are Jaid on concrete and the 
roof is concrete. 

Each room is ventilated without the necessity 
of opening a window. An electrically operated 
fan, 12 feet in diameter provides the ventilation. 
Heat is furnished from a separate building and 
passes beneath the floor in brick ducts. An 
even temperature is preaarved by eutemnnite de 
viceg. 

The auditorium of this building is cireular in 
form, is directly on the ground, and has no 
balcony. There is a glass dome in the center 
for light. Seven exits lead from this room. 

The building cost about $85,000. It is 156 
feet wide and extends back 180 feet, is two 
stories high, and above the stone foundation ts 
built of brick and terra cotta.

P word in the English language 
is the name of shark, a 8syn- 

onym for all that is rapacious, 
brutal and coldly cruel. Its murder- 
ous ferocity is the “horror-motif” of 
innumerable sea stories. Now, out- 
sharking even the shark, scientists 
have discovered a new species of the 
man-eating fish so surpassingly hide- 
ous that they have prefixed to it the 
title “goblin.” This ig the epithet 


which Milton chose for describing 


the “execrable shape, fierce as ten 
furies,” that “grisly terror’—death 


—which confronted Satan at Hell, 
Gates. 

* The goblin-shark is all that its 
double name of repulsiveness im- 
plies. It has the bloodthirsty greed 
of its fellow-sharks. In addition it 
possesses a personal ugliness almost 
unequalled among the grotesque 
monsters created by nature in her 
most bitterly humorous mood, Its 
chief feature is a prodigious pro- 
boscis recalling that of atapir. It has 
the dull, greedy eyes of a pig. Its 
fins and tail, instead of displaying 
the graceful comliness of those of 
many other sharks, resembles the 
gross protuberances which project 
from the bag of a dirigible balloon. 

As Australia is the home of freak- 
ish animal life, so the waters of 
Japan are a gtore house of weird 
piscine creatures. Zoologists regard 
the seas of Japan as a reservation 
stocked with rare and ancient types 
of fish, some of them long extinct 
in other parts of the globe. 

The latest of these water-mon- 
strosities to be discovered off the 
coasts of Japan is the goblin-shark, 
the form of whose teeth proves that 
it lived in the Paleozoic era, mil- 
lions of years ago. This was the 
aeong.in which nature, seized with 
a passion for the hideous, exhausted 
her invention in contriving vast 
reptiles, amphibians and monsters 
of the deep, each more repulsive than 
the other.

“goblin-shark” is 


-reation of Japanese fishermen, who 
in their native language render the 
word as “tenguzame.”~ Its scientif- 
ic name in Japan is “mitsukurina 
owstonsi,” in double compliment to 
one of the most famous Nipponese 
savants and to Alan Owston, an 
American natura] history dealer in 
Yokohama. This name has been re 
ulaced Ig other countries, however, 
by the term “scapanorhynchus,” 
which was previously applied to a 
peculiar form of shark’s teeth found 
in the sandstone formations of the 
Paleozoic era.

Abolish Postage Stamps 


NY man who can devise a 
A ‘practical substitute for the 
: postage stamp will deserve 
the gratitude of every large business 
house in the world, and may earn a 
large fortune. For the labor of af- 
fixing stamps to their enormous mail 
necessitates in some firms the em- 
ployment of a special clerical staff. 

In the postoffices of some countries 
steps in this direction have already 
been taken. Here, for instance, 
newspapers and magazines are mailed 
by their publishers in bulk, without 
stamps, and the postage is paid in a 
lump sum at the rate of cent a 
pound. Then, again, some firms that 
send out large quantities of circulars 
register themselves under a certain 
number at the postoffice; their en- 
velopes are printed with this number 
and the circulars so mailed are paid 
for in bulk. In Bavaria large con- 
signments of letters may merely be 
postmarked by machinery and sent 
without stamps, the postage fee be- 


of mailing. It is said that since Feb. 
1, 1910, this system has saved the 
Bavarian Postoffice the expense for 
paper and the printing cost for 10,- 
000,000 stamps. 
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A writer in the Umschau, a Ger- 
man publication, suggests a furtier 
development of this system, along 
the line of a meter, like those used 
for water, gas and electricity, in 


which the letters would be placed ~ 


and automatically stamped with a 
postmark, the machine recording 
each letter so mailed. These machines 
would be inspected periodically and 
the bills collected, just as are those 
of the consumer of gas or water.

HE theory that, to the 
child mind, distinctions 
in color are the earliest 
and sharpest differen- 
tiations arrived at by 
the scenes, ‘s utilized in 
a new ..ethod of 
instructing children 
in music, which was cde- 
developed by Mrs. Fan- 
nie E. McKinney Hughey 
of St. Louis. It is 
claimed for the new 
system that children 

two years old are enabled to mas- 
ter the pitch of the notes forming the 
tonic chord, and that pupils five years of 
age learn to perform easy compositions for the 
piano, transpose melodies from one key to an- 
other and even compose’ simple tunes. 

“cults of the present generation remember the 
creariness of their first music lessons. Black 
fizures, shaped like a flattened ball, were pre- 
sented to them as notes, which perched here 
and there on lines and spaces designated as a 
staff. The position of the notes, otherwise all 
alixe, determined their piteh; and as relative 
positions in space are difficult even for the 
trained eye to judge accurately, the hardships of 
the children may be imagined. The present sys- 
tem of musical notation is so refractory that only 
constant practice, aided by quick eyesight, en- 
ables a grown person to read music at sight rap- 
idly and correctly. 

No such dull obstacles confront children taught 
by the color method. Instruction is imparted 
under tne guise of pretty stories of fairyland, 
and in the form of the glowing colors of the rain- 
bow. “Isn’t it fun?” is the feeling which Mrs. 
Hughey wishes her pupils to have concerning 
their music lessons. The tones of the diatonic 
scale—doh, re, me, fah, soh, lah and ti—instead 
of mere abstract words to memorize, take on 
life as the names of birds, each with its own col- 
or and each carrying its individual note. 

The color method, which it a plan for enlisting 
the child’s imagination on the side of education 
and utilizing its passion for make-believe, is so 
simple that any persistent mother may adopt it 
in her nursery. Imagine that the first music !es- 
gon is to be given, and that the teacher, instead 
of drawing notes and staves upon a board in 
black and white and commanding the pupils to 
memorize abstract and arbitrary facts, initiates 
the children into the magic realm of sound in 
somewhat the following style: 

“Way, way, way up in the blue sky, far be- 
yond our sight, is a beautiful country called 
Musicland. This is the country where we play 
the fairies dwell. The fairies are not real per- 
sons, but we love to play about them, because 
‘they mean to us kind thought, kind deeds, sweet

“Its name is Doh,” she relates, “and this is 
the tone it brought us. And sne sings clearly 
the tone which is found midway between the 
base and treble clefs, and which is called mid- 
dle C, 

“Let us learn to sing it,” she says, and the 
children practice it unt. all find the right pitch, 
although this may be difficult t first for some. 
Then she proposes that they build a nest for the 
red bird, so that it can stay a long time and help 
with the music lessons. 

The nest is a disk of red paper, which is placed 
on midd' C of the piano. Each child is instruct- 
ed to go to the piano, find the nest and put a 
finger ‘n it, so tnat the bird will sing. uaen the 
children learn to place the disk upon its proper 
key. Soon the pupils know the _ wlLere- 
abouts of one of the keys on the piano, and its 
tone, vividly connected with the red bird from 
fairyland, becomes associated in their minds with 
a certain pitch and with the name “doh.” 

In future lessons, other birds fly down through 
the rainbow to keep the red bird company. One 
is yellow, and is called the “Mi-bird’; another 
is blue, and is named the ‘Soh-bird.” It is 
found that when the doh, mi and soh birds sing 
together a pretty sound is made, which is called 
a chord. This is the tonic cho.d of the major 
scale, and the three colors are the primary hues 
of the spectrum. 

Gradually, other birds flit down from fairy- 
land, each with its color. The “Re-bird” is orange, 
and perches between the doh and mi birds. The 
“Fah-bird,” a bright green, settles just above 
the yellow mi bird, and the “Lah-bird,” violet of 
hue, is just above the blue soh bird. The “Ti- 
bird” is pink, not indigo, as its color in the spec- 
trum would be, because the blue, violet and in- 
digo colors side by side might be confused with 
ne another by the children. Last of all comes 
the “High-doh bird,” which is bright red, to show 


‘that it sings an octave higher than the doh bird. 


The diatonic scale is completed. 

Far more impressively than by means of the 
intervals on the staff, the children perceive that 
each of these colors, so glaringly different from 
the others, represents a similar difference of 
pitch. The pretty allegory is maintained even 
when it becomes necessary to introduce the staff. 
This, with its five parallel lines, is represented 
as a fence on which the birds wish to perch, each 
in its proper place. In the first lessons, of course, 
the key of C is employed, until the children are 
advanced enough to grasp the transposition of 
keys. 

In the meantime, according to claims for the 
system, the children have learned the relative 
pitches of the diatonic scale so perfectly that. 
when one of the birds is held aloft, they sing its 
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note, after the piano has given them the key- 
note of the ‘‘doh-bird.” Two are held aloft to- 
gether, and half of the children singing one note 
and half the other, they chant their fi:st chord, 
and acquire the rudiments of part-singing. 

They learn that there are two kinds of chords, 
one restful and finished, and one restless and, 
as it were, dissatisfied. The first is composed 
of the notes represented by the primary colors; 
the second mostly of those representing the sec- 
ondary hues. The first is complete in itself; the 
second seems to yearn to change itself into some- 
thing else. Resolved and unresolved, tonic and 
dominant seventh chords give up their mysteries. 
The secondary colors, it is explained, being 
mixed, tend to resolve themselves back into 
their primary hues. 

“Nests” of appropriate colors are “built” for all 
the birds on the keys of the piano, until at last 
the scale is mastered. The black keys are ex- 
plained as blackbirds which have crept in be- 
tween the others. ; 

The difference between whole, half, quarter and 
shorter notes is ingeniously taught. Strips of 
colored paper are employed. There is a long 
strip, one half as long, another one-fourth as 
long, etc. Across these the doh-bird is repre- 
sented as walking and singing as it goes. Rela- 
tive lengths of tones are thus presented clearly 
to the eye. 

Accent, or stress. is taught by means of dolls. 
The larger dolls are called “man dolls,” the 
smaller “women dolls.” The children readily vol- 
unteer the opinion that a “man doll” will sing 
more strongly than a “‘woman doll.” 
the dolls appropriately and putting properly col- 
ored caps on their heads. the children are taught, 
for example, that the first beat of a measure of 
waltz time is to be accented. 

In introducing the children to changes of keys, 
the teacher describes the migratory sabits of 
birds. From this instinct even the birds fron 
fairyland are not exempt, although they must 
always keep their same order, as birds keep their 
ranks while. flying in flocks. Sometimes the 
doh-bird, on the fence of the staff, moves up to 
the place held by the fah-bird, which thereupon 
moves four steps higher. But as there is no place 
for it on the white keys, the fali-bird has to 
drive away one of the blackbirds and perch upon 
a black key. So that the other birds can get 
into their new home, the fah-bird hangs out its 
“latch key” on the staff, which is B-flat, th 
sign of the new key 0° F. New “nests” are made 
for the birds on the piano keys. A similar story 
explains the key of G, or of one sharp. 
three simplest keys are all Mrs. Hughey thinks it 
best in the first year or so to introduce to her 


pupils. 
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The bass clef is - ecngutgy through the expla- 
nation that the birds have a basement in their 
house, in which, of course, they perch in differ- 
ent positions than they hold in their company 
manners upstairs on the treble clef. 

Eventually, the birds are discarded for colored 
blocks and colored crayons, and at last colored 
notes are substituted on the staff. In the end, 
when the relative positions of the tones are 
thoroughly fixed, the device of the colors is re. 
nounced altogether, and the children are ready 
to read music from the conventional black and 
white symbols. 

By the simultaneous training of the auditory 
and visual senses in the color music method, 
Mrs. Hughey says she has found many instances 
in which one sense served to correct the other. 
There are some children who have what is called 
a monotone voice; that is, they sing in the 
same pitch, whatever ‘the note called for. But 
their eyes are more sensible to changes in color 
than their ears are to distinctions of pitch. The 
eyes warn the ears that they are in error, and 
soon the failing is cured. Vice versa, eyes that 
have a tendency to color blindness are rectified by 
ears susceptible to difference of pitch. 

Astonishing results in teaching music to chil- 
dren even in infancy are reported by Mrs. 
Hughey, who holds that they develop intelligence 
at an earlier age than they are usually credited 
with. Many parents postpone the formal begin- 
ning of the musical education of their children 
until they are from 8 to 10 years old, but her 
opinion is that by this delay many years are 
lost. She has the same criticism to make in 
other branches of education than music. 

The waste in our education system is being 
taken up by the new science of efficiency, which 
is applying itself not only to the laying of bricks 
and the management of factories, but also to 
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the training of the human mind. There are fa- 
mous examples of child prodigies who owed their 
precocious attainments not so much, as they 
have maintained, to their natural talents, but to 
a rigorous system of education enforced by their 
parents from their earliest years. 

There is the classical instance of John Stuart 
Mill, who, under the severe tutelage of his father, 
James Mill, became at 14 years accomplished in 
Greek, Latin, mathematics, logic and _ political 
economy. At the same age William Pitt, having 
been taught by his father, the Earl of Chatham, 
reached his mental majority, so that, having 
gained at least 10 years on his contemporaries, 
%e became prime minister of England in his 23d 
year.. Olive Rosseti, niece of the poet, wrote 2 
tragedy in ancient Greek in her 5th year, when 
many children are still struggling with the 
simplest monosyllables of their native tongue. 

While not aspiring or perhaps even designing 
to produce an entire race of prodigies such as 


‘these, modern educators are seeking more and 
‘more to utilize to the full the natural acquisitive- 


ness of early childhood. 

In support of her contention that the same theory 
should be applied to the instruction of children 
in music, Mrs. Hughey asserts that ma: of the 
great musical composers had the advantage of 
beginning their lessons very early, sometimes un- 
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der the instruction of ‘their wardnte, who w 
proficient musicians. Thus, Mozart began 
lessons at 3 years of age, and, with this early start, 
wi . composing before he was 10 years old. Other 
great musicians whose training began in early ; 
childhood were Beethoven, Brahms, Liszt, Chopin, - 
Mendelssohn and Verdi. 

Witao this prelude, the remarkable musical feats 
performed by children which Mrs. Hughey re- 
lates turn into sober possibilities. She describes, 
for instance, a child of 2 years whose mother had 
begun its musical education six months before. 


The mother showed the infant a red bird painted ' 
on cardboard, and the child, wishing to examine ~ 


the bright, pretty object, held out its hands for 
it. By withholding the prize and persistently 
singing “do,” the mother at last made the baby 
understand what was wanted. It, too, sang do, 


and was rewarded with possession of the long- : 


coveted bird. Mrs. Hughey said that the baby’s 
correlation of the color red and the tone became 
so firm that, seeing one evening a red cloud in a 
sunset, it sang do gleefully. 

Mrs. Hughey, a kindergarten and music tenth 
of reputation, has embodied her method in @ 
book now on the press.
